however, be overcome by adding more 
lime. Rather than use such lime for 
long periods of years on tho same laud 
it would bo preferable to alternate fre- 
quently with linio containing little or 
no magnesia. Some magnesia in lime is. 
by no incuiis objectionable and may on 
certain soils prove positively beneficial.

The bimetalists, however, were in the 
minority. The committee on resolu- 
tions succeeded in framing a platform 
(satisfactory to themselves shortly be- 
fore the convention assembled. 


The friends of Hon. Frank W. Rollins 


ol' thlp olty, a well-known business man 
of ISogton, asserted early In the day that 
delegates favorable to him outnum- 
bered the sii<ength of the opposition by 
about three to one. 


Senator Galllngcr as chairman and a 


list of minor officers previously agreed 
upon were elected, and the senator at 
once delivered the opening address. The 
committee on resolutions reported the 
fo'lowing pl'itform, which was adopted:

DEATH TO ITALIANS.

They uere not brought face to face 


with tlie enemy but they did have to 
stand that insidious loo, privation and 
disease, which has often time proved far 
more deu>lh tliun the rounds of the en- 
emies bullets. 


But the bravo fellows sire homo at 


lat-t and \\ hat a reception 
they were 


given. It was a marked contrast from 
the manner in which they were sent off. 
It seemed as though the whole city had 
turned out to welcome them home and 
people btrived to outdo each other in the 
heaitmubS of thtdr greetings. 


Among those thousands of people 


who gathered at the depot to greet the 
boys, there \wll be this morning many 
necks a great deal longer than they 
reullv ought to be, for never did 
any 


crowd crane or strain, or push more to 
gain its object. 


The people took up every available 


inch of sp.iae in acd around tho station, 
o\ertiowed into the freight yard, packed 
tho hide-walks in front and string along 
Deer and Vanghan streets to the Parade 
They climbed up onto railings and 
posts, got onto trucks and baggage 
in fact strove iu every 
way to get a 


glimpse 
of 
the 
returning warriors. 


But it was a good naturod crowd and 
every one seemed happy and joyous over 
the fact of the hoys> coming home. 


Among thuse who wero waiting to 


greet the boys wore Mayor Tilton, with 
numerous members of tue c>ty govern- 
ment, ex Captam Pope of Company A, 
Surgeon General F. S. Towle, besides 
all tho boys belonging to the company 
who were ablo to be out. that are home 
on a thirty diijs furlough. Several of- 
ficers from tLe navy yard *ero also 
present. 


It was exactly 6:3J when the engine 


drawing the ^tram entered the depot. 
Slowly it felt its way for the track and 
platform were black with people. An 
attempt was made to keep the crowd 
back but the mass of humanity swept 
the ponce officers one side like chaff. 


When the train stopped the crowd 


stormed the cars with a disregard of 
life and limb that spoke well lor itt> en- 
thusiasm.

There were many 
mothers iu that vast crowd and when 
one would see her bjy, thin cheeked 
and hollow eyed clamber down from the 
car, she would struggle forward until 
she was by his side. Then in another 
second her arms were around hia neck 
and her head was on his breast as his 
had lain on her breast a score, or a little 
more, years ago, and tears ran down 
their cheeks. 


Wives greeted their 
husbands in 


much the same manner, while there 
were sweethearts, numbers of them who 
waiting until the first rush was over 
pressed forward and printed a kiss on 
their soldier lover. 


It was ii home coming such as has no 


been witnessed in this city since tb< 
civil war and tears and smiles and 
cheers mingled in a confusion tha 
made it hard to tell which predomina 
ted.
